It seems as though a now ora is 
dawning for the citizens of Amboy . 
'Pise tax pay ers are pay ing their last 
installment of the noted (’., B. & Q. 
railroad bonds which have acted as 
a millstone around 
the tax pay ers’ 
necks. 
One-third of the tax es paid out in 
Amboy township for the last 39 y ears 
have been paid for this railroad tax . 
April 5, 1ST2, the tax was voted. It 
consisted of 203 bonds of $500 each. 
The bonds were drawn for ten y ears 
at 10 per cent interest. The tax pay ­ 
ers supposed they were going to get 
value received for the bonds, 
but 
such did not prove to he the case. 
Amboy township did not receive very 
much benefit from the road. The com 
pany let it he generally understood 
that Amboy was to be the end of a 
division, where car shops and round 
house would be built and that the 
Illinois Central would eventually get 
control and give them a great Chi­ 
cago service. 
None of these things 
developed, 
however, and when the first install­ 
ment became due the tax pay ers saw 
that they had been duped and began 
to rebel. They took it into the courts 
and were beaten. They had to pay 
the bonds, the costs of several suits 
and the Interest on the bonds. The 
sum total of the obligation, all told, 
has been $300,000. 
Now that this load has been lifted 
from the tax pay ers 'shoulders 
it 
looks as though Amboy had a bright 
future. Already speculators are com 
mencing to look up real estate and 
property will soon 
commence 
to 
bring som ewhere near its actual val­ 
ue. H ere’s hoping for Amboy ’s pros­

El Paso, Feb. 19 
In the firs» ! a tta ck 
of the federals .upon the headquarters 
of Francisco I. .Madeiro. leader of the 
Mex ican insurrection, they were re­ 
pulsed.

been a national policy , as broad r.s 
America. Reciprocity has been advo­

eessfully in sufficient quantities for 
our own use. We have alway s insist­ 
ed that reciprocal ex changes between 
two countries of the same articles 
which each is equally able to produce 
is limited to free trade.
